Part of Lawton’s Force Believed to Be 
Already at Bayombong—An In- 
fantry Force Rushing North- 
ward from Carranglan. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

MANILA, Nov. 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Gen. Otis informed the Sun's 
eorrespondent tonight that the insur- 
gents south. of Manila were going to 
their homes. They have apparently 
heard of events in the north, and are 
discouraged by the reverses that have 
befallen their arms, and by the fight 
of Aguinaldo. Wheaton reported that 
his men succeeded in rescuing Aguinal- 
do’s mother from the natives, and that 
she is now safe at San Fabian, with 
her young grandson. Aguinaldo’s baby 
died at Bayombong during the flight of 
the insurgent leader and his family to 
the north. 

The latest réports show that Young 
is hurrying northward along the coast 
from San Fernando toward Vigan. A 
company of Macahbebes followed toward 
Trinidad the trail which Aguinaldo 
was reported “o be using. The trail 
ended blindly in the mountains. If 


Aguinaldo went to Bayombong, his 


capture may soon be heard of. It is 
possible, however, that he swung_ to 
the north of Trinidad toward Cayan, 


| hoping to cross the mountains and ulti- 


mately reach Aparri. 

Full supplies are being forwarded. 
Gunboats are covdperating with Young 
along the coast as much as weather 
permits. They are also watching 
Aparri. The Signal Corps has con- 
structed a telegraph line to San Fabian, 
eight miles northeast of Dagupan, the 
work having been finished today. A 
branch line will immediately be built to 
San Nicolas, twenty-five miles east of 
San Fabian. 

Part of Lawton’s force is believed to 
be already at Bayombong, although no 
report has been received. An infantry 
force is pushing northward from Car- 
ranglan to support the cavalry. Prepa- 
rations are being made to construct a 
permanent telegraph line along that 
route down the Cagayan Valley. 

There arrived here today from San 
Fabian $75,000 in Mexican money which 
was found buried near San Nicolas. 
The paymaster now has $2000 gold 
money of Filipino coinage, which was 
part of the $8000 which Aguinaldo’s 
mother, with Sefior Buencamino, the 
Filipino minister of foreign affairs, was 
trying to carry off when they were at- 
tacked by natives, shortly before the 
surrender of Buencamino to the Amer- 
icans. 

SOUTHERN REBELS YIELD. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The Sec- 
retary of the Navy today received a 
telegram from Admiral Watson, stat- 
ing that the entire province of Zam- 
boanga, island of Mindanoa, surren- 
dered to Commander Very of the Cas- 
tine,- unconditionally, November 18. 
Delivery of all guns promised. fhe 
local chiefs declared themselves loyal. 
Admiral Watson’s dispatch follows: 

“CAVITE, Nov. 26.—Secretary Navy, 

ashington: November 18, entire 
province Zamboanga surrendered to 
Very unconditionally. Delivery all 
guns promised. Numerous local chiefs 
declared loyalty. 

[Signed] “WATSON.” 

The information contained in Ad- 
miral Watson’s dispatch was received 
by the President and his advisors with 
unconcealed satisfaction. The surren- 


“der of the province of Zamboanga is 


regarded as the beginning of the end 
of the revolution in the island of Min- 
danao, and it is betieved will be a hard 
blow to those who are still endeavor- 
ing to maintain the insurrection in 
the island of Luzon. 

On the 21st inst., Admiral Watson 
cabled the Navy Department that 
Commander Very -had captured the 
city of Zamboanga on the 16th. He 
was aided by friendly natives and Mo- 
ros; and was holding the town.. Pend- 
ing the arrival of reinforcements from 
Jolo on the same day, Gen. Otis in- 
formed the War Department that he 
had ordered two companies of infan- 
try to be sent to Zamboanga from 
Jolo. 

Zamboanga is the principal city of 
the island of Mindanao, which is the 
second largest island in the Philip- 
pine group. Advices from Admira) 
Watson indicate that the entire south- 
ern half of the island, which com- 
prises. the province of — Zamboanga, 
has yielded to the American forces 
ceded to the authority of the 
United States.

LATE ADVICES FROM MANILA. 

MANY REPORTS OF SKIRMISHES. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Nov. 26, 11 p.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] The last Filipino council of 
war was held by the retreating leaders 
at Bayombong on November 13, in the 
house now occupied by: Gen. MacaAr- 
thur. It was atttended by Aguinaldo, 
Pio del Pilar, Garcia, Alejandrino and 
some members of the so-called cabinet. 
Information has reached Gen. MacAr- 
thur from several sources to the effect 
that the council recognized the futility 
of attempting further resistance to the 
Americans with united forces, and 


agreed that the Filipino troops should 


scatter and should hereafter follow 
guerrilla methods. The disposition of 
the generals, with their approximate 
forces, is as follows: Gen. Concepcion, 
with 340 men, in New Egija province; 
Gen. Macobolos, with 325 men, at the 
town of Binaca, province of Tarlac; 
Gen. Pio Del Pilar, with 800 men, north- 
east of Malolos; Gen. Aquino, with 500 
men, at Arayat; Gen. Miguel, with 150 
men, in Zambalos province; Gen. Mas- 
cardo, with 1100 men, in the mountains 
west of Angeles, and the largest force, 
probably under Gen. Trias in Cavite 
province. 

Reports of ambuscades and skir- 
mishes come from every section of the 


country~ along the railroads. Those 
districts are filled with small bands. 
Yesterday four men of Co: D, Ninth 


Infantry, were foraging beyond Bay- 
ombong when twenty Filipinos took 
them in ambush, killing one and cap- 
turing the other three. ; 

The Americans resisted for half an 
hour. The firing being heard at Bam- 
ban, Lieut. Fraser, with a squad, fol- 
lowed the retreating Filipinos several 
miles. The Americans found the body 
of the soldier boloed. They burned the 
hamlet where the fighting took place. 
Three Filipino riflemen ambushed an 
American surgeon near Capas. He shot 
one and the others fied. 

Between Bamban and Angeles, a 
mule train was fired upon by the Fili- 
pinos and a Spaniard, a former pris- 
oner of.the Filipinos, who was with the 
train was shot. At Malasiqui the offi- 
cials who welcomed the Ameficans 
were murdered. This was the only 
railroad town which the Americans did 
not garrison, and on the night the 
troops withdrew, a band of insurgents 
entered and dragged Antonio Mejia, 
president of the town, into the street 
and cut his throat. The murderers then 
assassinated the vice-president and 
five members of the town council in 
the same manner, and told the fright- 
ened natives who witnessed the slaugh- 
ter that a similar fate awaited them. 

The Mayor of San Carlos, who rode 
in the carriage with Gen MecArthur 
and Col. Bell, when the Americans en- 
tered the town, amid the cheers of the 
people, was murdered the next night. 

Military activity continues in every 
section. Col. Bell's regiment has ad- 
vanced from Bayombong upon Man- 
galaren, where it is supposed there is 
a large insurgent force. Two bat- 
talions of the newly-arrived Twenty- 
eighth Infantry have been sent by cas- 
coes to Bacoor to reinforce the south 
line. Maj. Spence, with fifty men of 
the Thirty-second Regiment surrounded 
a village near Bautiston during the 
night and attacked the place at day- 
break, capturing a Filipino captain and 
fifteen men -with seven rifles. 

The latest news from Gen. Young is 
that there are ten cavalrymen and 200 
Macabebes with him, most of the horse- 
men who started having been com- 
pelled to drop out because the horses 
failed them:- -

oners from Victoria to San Carlos. On 
the walls of the Victoria prison and of 
the San Carlos convent were the fol- 
lowing names:

THE METCALF CHARGES, 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SPRINGFIELD (Mo.,) Nov. 26.—C. L. 
Grogan, late of Co. I, Twentieth Kan- 
sas Regiment, is in the city visiting his 
parents. Concerning the alleged kill- 


ing of a supplicant unarmed Filipino by. 


Col. Metcalf, he says he is surprised at 
the statement made by Callahan, who 
was a lieutenant. 

Grogan says Callahan and himself 
were five companies back of where 
Metcalf was at the time of the killing, 
and could know nothing of. the matter 
from their own personal knowledge. 
Grogan says he and five other privates 
were detailed to bury the dead Fili- 
pinos after the battle of Caloocan on 
February 10. While he and privates 
from Co. I were at work together, they 
came upon the body of a Filipino with 
a knife in his hand, who seemed to 
have fallen while fighting. His compan- 
ions looked at the bodv and said it was 
the one Metcalf had shot. 

He said the fellow had been taken 
prisoner and was unruly. Metcalf 
stopped to talk with him and tried to 
get him to go along. The Filipino 
sprang’ at him with «his bowie and 
would have plunged it into his body 
had Metcalf not shot him instantly.

The October statement of the exports 
of manufactures of iron and steel, just 
completed by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics, shows an increase of over 
$2,000,000, as compared with October ‘of 
last year, and for the ten months an 
increase of almost $29,000,000 as com- 
pared with the corresponding months 
of last year. 

October figures of the exports of iron 
and steel manufactures thereof are 
$9,593,453, against October

NEW YORK, . Nov. 26.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Tribune's London spe- 
cial Bays Lord again the 
hero of London, where he ts a familiar 
figure, seen every year as an ideal 
guardsman at the trooping of the colors 
on Horse Guards parade. He wins 
victories and knows how to describe 
therm clearly, and with an air of dits- 
tinction tn the bulletins, with old-time 
acedemic style.

dawn Saturday, after a three hours’

to one, fought desperately,, but the 
heights were carried by the British 
with splendid gallamtry. As the 
guards’ brigade had the place of honog 
in the previous battle, a mixed brigade, 
headed by the Yorkshire Light In- 
fantry and First North Lancashirg 
Regiment, led the charge in the sec 
ond engagement, and was brilliantly 
supported by the Royal Marines and 
naval brigade, There was work for 
the guards’ brigade in the rear, for an 
unexpected attack was made on thag 
quarter by 500 Boers, but it was easily 
repulsed. The Ninth ncers were 
also well placed for harassing the re« 
treating Boers. 

The main work was done by the gune 
ners, especially of the naval brigadsa, 
which suffered heavily. The firing was 
rapid and deadly, and continued hour 
after hour. The result of the battls 
was a complete victory for the British 
side, the enemy retreating after a pro- 
longed and stubborn resistance. 

Military men were at a loss to under- 
stand how the Boers had been able ta 
resume fighting so quickly after losing 
a large stock of ammunition in retreat- 
ing after the first battle. They also 
commented upon the unexpected 
strength of Boer resistance and upon 


their equipment of machine guns ig. 


addition to other artillery. 

The situation in lower Natal is 
slowly clearing. Boer raiders are re- 
tiring toward Tugela instead of march- 
ing to the sea. The railway is now 
open from Durban to Mooi, and com- 
munications have been reopened with 
Estcourt.

Among the minor items of news is

Five hundred Boers attacked-Kuru- 
man, in Bechuanaland, November 138. 
The fighting lasted almost continu- 
ously for six days and nights; but the 
Boers were finally beaten off with a 
loss of thirty killed and twenty-eight 
wounded. The British lost one killed 
and one wounded. The Boers suddenly 
disappeared, for some unknown reason, 
Despite the brighter outlook today, the 
Times, in its review of the situation, 
voices the anxiety felt, and says: “The 
activity the Boers display at points 
separated by hundreds of miles; their 
ability to invest towns, their readiness 
to offer battle at Belmont, and again 
at Gras Pan, their widespread opera- 
tions south of Orange River, and their 
bold and ‘offensive action in Natal seem 
to indicate numbers far in excess of 
our estimates. It is clear that the mili- 
tary requirements were at first greatly 
underestimated, and that a sixth divi- 
gion ought to be immediately prepared 
for embarkation."

WILLOW GRANGE ENGAGEMENT. 
STRUGGLE ON THE HEIGHTS. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A special dispatch from Estcourt, 
dated Thursday, November 23, and de- 
scribing the engagement at Willow 
Grange, says: 

“Gen. Hildyard’s plans were to attack 
Beacon Hill and the hill beyond with 
the bayonet. Both were occupied by the 
Boers in force, with intrenchments and 
with four guns in position on Beacon’ 
Hill, which is about 150 feet high. A 
column under the command of Gen. 
Hildyard marched five miles over un- 
Gulating ground, and then began the 
steady work of climbing the heights. 

“The naval guns and a battery of 
field artillery were dragged by sheer 
strength and with the greatest difficulty 
over the veldt and up an almost inac- 
cessible eminence. 

“The Boers retired on the off side 
of Beacon Hill, while the 3ritish 
were climbing the near side. At this mo. 
ment a terrific thunderstorm burst, con- 
-tinuing for hours. At 6 o'clock the 
weather cleared, and a few artillery and 
rifle exchanges closed the day’s opera- 
tions, darkness falling, and the pros- 
pect being very dismal. 

“The heavy rain was renewed. but 
when the storm had spent itself the 
British march was resumed until, after 
several hours of dangerous and tedious 
work, climbing the hills and crossing 
ewollen rivulets, the advanced. pickets 
of the Boers were reached in the small 
ehours of the morning.

GEN. JOUBERT’S EXPECTATIONS. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

Nov. 26.—The Deutsche: 
Zeitung publishes a letter purporting 
to come from Gen. Joubert and dated 
at Ladysmith, October 27, in which the 
writer says: 

“Even if we do not succeed in pre- 
venting the concentration of Gen. 
Buller’s troops, the British army will 
be weakened from natural causes to 
such an extent that not more than 
35,000 effective troops, or 40,000 -at the 
outside, can take the field. The others 
must be employed to protect com- 
munications. It is to be borne in 
mind that not only Natal, but Cape 
Colony, with a base of operations cov- 
ering 435 miles, must be considered. 

“Our bases of supplies are at home 
and organized on the rélay system in 
three directions. To protect these does 
not require 100 men. If one base should 
be seriously threatened, the supplies 
will be destroyed. A war of defense, | 
of which we need not think of for a 
considerable time, would present far 
greater advantages than an offensive 
war. We are at home in the highlands 
of the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State. The British will have. to con- 
test every step under great difficulties, 
and must be prepared at every moment 
to fight on two or three fronts, 

“Then will begin. a guerrilla war, 
which the British will not be able to 
endure. Already we Rave 50,000 'men 
in the field, so we do not need to cal- 
culate upon a rising of the Boers in 
Cape Colony and Natal.

That anything in the-shape of a for- 
mal treaty is to be made between the 
powers interested in the future of 
China as the outcome of the negotia- 
tions now in progress is not believed 
here, though an understanding of a 
less formal nature is possible. 

At some of the foreign  establish- 
ments, the proposition was considered 
a “feeler’’ resulting from the recent 
inquiries:made by the American gov- 
ernment to the attitude of the great 
powers. Other influential members of 
the diplomatic corps pointed out that 
the plan was the logical consumma- 
tion of the scheme initiated between 
Russia and Great Britain where the 
spheres of influence would be defined.

WOLFSOHN MYSTERY 


UNCLE BLUMENTHAL DISCUSSES 
IT AT CHICAGO. 


Says He Mourned His Nephew Aaron 
Until the Latter Turned Up at 
No. 14 Fowler Street a Week 
Ago Saturday Night. 


Alleged Suicide Had Had a Talk With 
the Vice-President of the New York 
Life Company, but Didn’t Know 
He Was Reported Dead, 


Affidavits Made and Left in the Windy 
City While the. Prospective Bene- 
ficiary of the Insurance Policy — 
Leaves for Europe. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A statement made to The 
Times correspondent this evening by 
_L. Blumenthal, residing at No. 14 
|Fowler street, intensifies rather than 
| clears the mystery attending the al- 
| leged suicide of Aaron Wolfsohn in Los 
Angeles last July. Blumenthal is the 
uncle by marriage of Wolfsohn, and is 
a man of social and business repute in 
Chicago. He cheerfully told what he 
says is all he knows of this remarkable 
insurance case, but at the same time 
his statement falls short of explaining 
what must be accepted as, to say the 
least, peculiar course pursued by Aaron 
Wolfsohn since the date of his taking 
out a policy in the-New York Life In- 
surance Company in Los Angeles. 
Blumenthal stated that he had known 
Wolfsohn since the latter was a little 
boy; that he was now turned 30 years 
of age. Aaron was born in Europe. 
For some years he had represented a 
London house as promoter, and had 
traveled extensively in this country, 
visiting the principal large cities, What 
particular business Wolfsohn engaged 
in Blumenthal did not indicate. -For a 
‘long time the latter had not seen him, 
but he had heard from Wolfsohn’s 
father and sister at St. Louis that the 
son was reported dead, and he and his 
wife, in Common’ with the St.Louis 
family, had mourned him as dead. 
Consequently he was astonished, when, 
about 9 o’clock Saturday night,.a week 
ago, young Wolfsohn appeared at No. 
14 Fowler street, having arrived in 
Chicago that evening, and having a, 
few hours’ leisure before continuing 
his journey eastward—to what partic- 
ular point Blumenthal failed to state. 
At first Blumenthal could not believe 
his senses, as he was convinced Wolf-

but all his movements from that time 
to last Saturday night are a complete 
blank, so far as Blumenthal’s explana- 
tion goes, 
namely, that a week before Wolfsohn 
appeared here he had been in New York 
where he met the vice-president of the 
New York Life Company and had a 
long talk with him. Wolfsohn was a 
personal friend of thts insurance officer, 
but their conversation on that occasion 
had no reference to the Los Angeles 
suicide, as Wolfsohn did not then know 
he was reported as dead. 

While here, Blumenthal says, Wolf- 
sohn telegraphed to the New York Life 
Company to not pay the insurance as 
he was not dead, as reported, but his 
business engagaments east were so ur- 
gent that he could not remain in Chi- 
cago until Monday to lay the matter 
before the local agent of the company 
and set the machinery in operation to 
head off any fraudulent work that 
might be done in his name. Affidavits 
prepared by Wolfsohn did not get. be- 
yond Blumenthal’s attorney, who now 
has them. Asked where Wolfsohn was 
now, Blumenthal said he was on his 
way to Europe, and had probably al- 
ready taken the steamer, as that was 
his expressed intention when he left 
here a week ago today. He went, he 
believed, to Buffalo, but Mrs. Blumen- 
thal, in German, corrected her husband 
at this point, saying that Wolfsohn 
intended going to Washington and 
thence to New York. 

_ There pras not the slightest resem- 
blance, Blumenthal said, between 
Wolfsohn and the photograph taken of 
the dead body in Los Angeles, a copy 
of which had duly been sent to Wolf- 
sohn's family in St. Louis for identifi- 
cation. That they could not definitely 
state it was not that of their son was 
due, he said, to the natural changes 
which must have taken place in the 
corpse after lying a couple of weeks 
in the morgue. 

Blumenthal was quite emphatic in 
his view regarding the Los Angeles 
agent of the New York Life Company, 
who, he said, was the first party who 
had established the identity of the 
corpse as that of Wolfsohn, while the 
doctor who had examined him could 
not testify as to the identity. This. 
Blumenthal said, had a very peculiar 
look. As to any Woman or women being 
involved, he knew nothing about that. 
Why the Los Angeles’ undertaker, 
Howry, should have declined to naine 
the woman was unexplainable to him 
on any ground of ethics. The whol 
case, he said, was one of attempted 
fraud, but one in which Wolfsohn was 
not implicated, as he was in receipt 
of a comfortable income and had no 
motive for such an act. He was sure 
the matter would be cleared up, and 
the guilty parties exposed.

FLAG FROM THE KAISER. 


DR. VON HOLLEBEN MAKES AN 
ADDRESS AT CHICAGO. |; 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Noy. 26.—Dr. von Holle- 
ben, German Ambassador to the United 
States, in the presence of 2000 Ger- 
mans today, presented a flag sent by 
Emperor William to the United Ger- 
man Soldiers’ societies in Chicago. In 
delivering the gift, Dr. von Holleben 
said: 

“a bring you greeting from the Ger- 
man Emperor. He commissioned me to 
give you the flag that vou have so 
long wished for, with the request that 
it be passed from one of your societies 
to another, to be kept by each for a 
year at a time. It is a sign of the 
gracious favor of the Emperor and a 
token 6f thé friendliness and love which 
he bears for you and which you have 
deserved by your services to your coun- 
try, for which many of you have 
fought and bled on the battlefield. It is 
a symbol of German truth gnd mat:- 
hood. It is the smybol of a Gerinan 
soldier’s honor. 

“The United States is bound close 
with Germany by racial ties and inti- 
mate friendship. I beg of you to take 
this. flag as a symbol of national 
unity.”’ 

As the flag \ was unfurled the crowd 
rose and cheered for several min- 
utes, while the band played the German 
national air. 

The German Ambassador called. for 
three cheers for the Emperor, which 
were heartily given. The spectators 
rose. and sang the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,”’ 

Dr. von Holleben refused to discuss 
political matters, but said to a re- 
porter: “Germany has the kindliest 
feeling toward the United States, and 
rit seems as if every year brings these 
two great nations closer together.” 

At the close of the meeting the fol- 
lowing telegram was sent to the Ger- 
man Emperor: 

“CHICAGO (IIL,) Nov. 26, 1899. 

“To the German Emperor: German- 
Americans assembled for the purpose 
of accepting and dedicating the flag 
presented by Your Majesty send you 
thanks and greetings.” 

The flag sent by the Emperor is made 
of white silk, with the German crest 
embroidered in the center, in red, 
white and black.

GENERAL APPRAISERS’ BOARD. 


MANY PROTESTS UNDER TARIFF 
ARE SETTLED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 


of United States General Appraisers 
has submitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury its report for the year ended 
September 30, 1899. Particular atten- 
tion is called to the fact that during 
the last year the board has received 
21,871 protests, arising under the pro- 
visions of the tariff act of July 24, 
1897, and that the number of protests 
now suspended to await the decision 
of the courts on analogous issues is 
41,524, of which nearly half arise under 
the tariff act of 1897, In 20,000 of 
these suspended protests, it is said, only 
about a dozen issues are involved, and 
probably not 100 issues are involved 
in the whole number. 

Disclaiming any purpose to reflect 
upon the delay of the courts in decid- 
ing customs cases, after they have 
passed from. the jurisdiction of the 
board, it is suggested that it would 
be a most desirable consummation if 
a more speedy disposition of those 
cases could be made, especialy in 
that for the southern district of New 
York. Five-sixths of all of the ap- 
peals taken in customs cases go_ to 
this court, and the board suggests that 
the Secretary of the Treasury recom- 
mend to Congress the enactment of & 
law authorizing the appointment of a 
special circuit judge, whose _ special 
duty shall be to hear and decide cus- 
toms cases. 

In addition to these appeals, there 
are nearly 3000 appeals known as “jury 
cases” arising under the tariff act of 
1883, and prior acts, now pending and 
undecided in the Circuit Court, south- 
ern district of New York alone. 

The number of protests filed by im- 
porters for the year ending October 1, 
1899, under act of March 2, i897, regu- 
lating the importations of teas, was 
27 per cent. less than during the pre- 
ceding year. These cases were all 
promptly decided, the board, under the 
provisions of the law, availing itself 
of the expert services of individual 
members of the tea board in comparing 
the importations with the government 
standards.

Referring particularly to the Philip- 
pines, the Senator said he favored the 
policy of crushing the rebellion. He 
was of the opinion that the war proper 
was at an end, but there would prob- 
ably be a guerrilla campaign main- 
tained for a year. 

“Our particular business now,” he 
said, “is to put down the rebellion. It 
will be time enough after that .to talk 
about the future of the islands.”

SOME THINGS ENGLAND HAS DONE 


An Answer to the Charge that the 

English are Inspired by Avarice. 

How Rusia was Balked at the Bos- 

phorus— England’s Part in Other 
Wars. 


-{To the Editor of The Times:]. The 
columns of many journals and maga- 
“zines have of late been crowded with 
articles censuring Great Britain for her 
action in the Transvaal. Most of these 
are evidently written with honest in- 
| tent, and are meant to champion what 
the writers believe to be the right, but 
there are some that contain statements 
so manifestly false as to make it ap- 
parent that the writers were actuated 
by malice alone, and that love of truth 
and justice had no part in their concep- 
tion. These latter are deserving of no 
notice, but in the former there are some 
unintentional misstatements. that it 
would be well to correct. 

Many of these writers do not confine 
themselves to strictures upon Great 
Britain for her course in South Africa, 
but take the opportunity of upbraiding 
her for alleged sins of omission and 
commission in all parts of this dis- 
tracted globe. 

The sum of these charges is that 
Great Britain. is waging an unjustifiable 
war upon the Boers simply because 
they have valuable territory that she is 
desirous of acquiring; that the pretense 
of protecting her citizens is all a sham, 
and that her only aim is robbery. 
These writers maintain that the Boers 
|}have done their best to avoid war, but 


that the English have forced it upon | 


them by making unjustifiable demands 
impossible of compliance. That, in fact, 
they are threatened with slavery and, 
are fighting an heroic battle for their 
freedom. 

The incidental charges against Great 
Britain are that her wars are always 
unjust wars; that she never engages in 
battle with strong nations, but is ever 
ready to attack weak ones and annex 
their lands. As a Los Angeles writer 
of some little local gotoriety expresses 
it in language apparently borrowed 
from the vocabulary of the prize ring: 
“She\ never takes one of her size. In 
200 years she has never fought a just 
war on her own hook.” 

To take up the last charge first; it 
seems to_me amazing .that any.one 
conversant with well-known facts of 
history can. seriously make the state- 
ment that England has never met her 
equal in the field of war. Within the 
last 200 years Great Britain, a small 
island lying in close proximity to the 
most warlike nations of the world, 
counting in the aggregate many times 
her population, has been engaged in war- 
fare with France, Russia, Holland, Spain, 
Denmark and Sweden (the last men- 
tioned three nations at the time by no 
means weak ones) not once, but many 
times. Upon more than one occasion 
with three or four of these powers at 
the same time, and once with the whole 
of Europe arrayed against her, and not 
a port open to her ships from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic. 

The idea some people seem to enter- 
tain that a great nation should be al- 
ways on the lookout for a foeman 
worthy of her steel; that it should go 
around like a big boy in a village play- 
ground seeking ‘‘one of his size’ to find 
out by the arbitrament of war which is 
the better man, seems exceedingly 
childish. That a powerful military na- 
tion is not apt to proceed to extrem- 
ities with one as 
known, and its cause is obvious. Great 
nations have much to lose, and are cor- 
respondingly careful not to risk the los- 
ing, and when a difficulty does occur. 
between such it is generally arranged 
by diplomacy with more or less secrecy. 
These are some of the reasons why 
Great Britain does not often meet her 
equal on the tented field. Yet there 
are instances, even of recent date, that 
go to show that Enzland has not al- 
ways been backward in proyoking the 
hostility of nations as powerful as her- 
self, or more so, when she consicesed 
the game worth the candle. 

To name a few instances within the 
memory of those still! young. In 1878, 
when the victorious Russian army was 


Great Britain, single-handed, forbade 
her further advance. She sent her war- 
ships to the Dardenelles, and notified 
the Russian Ambassador that they 
must not enter the city, and that Great 
Britain must be consulted in concluding 
the terms of peace. The result was 
that the Berlin Congress was called 
and Russia was balkei of her expected 
prey. Later, when Emperor William 
avowed his intention to receive a diplo- 
matic envoy from the Transvaal, con- 
trary to the convention with England, 
she mobilized her fleet and the project 
was dropped. 

At a time so recent that it is still a 
topic of general conversation, France at 
the command of England evacuated the 
Soudan, and even now we hear her 
frantically calling upon the two little 
Boer republics to give her a “heroic re- 
venge’”’ for Fashoda, by defeating the 
British in a war she herself did not 
dare to.undertake. 

That England did not take one of her 
own ®ize upon these occasions was evi- 
dently not on account of her own back- 
wardness. 

It is charged that Great Britain has 
acquired territory by warring with 
weak and helpless races. Let us try to 
find out to what eXtent she is guilty 
in this. 

Of the possessions that Great Britain 
has acquired during the past 200 years, 
Gibraltar, Nova Scotia, Hindustan (in 
part,) British Guiana, South Africa, . 
Malta, Mauritius and other places too 
numerous to mention here, she has ac- 
quired as a result of wars with great 
military powers. She acquired by the 
same means the Philippines, Cuba and

to Spain; Sumatra, that she returned to 
Holland, and the lonian Isles, of which 
she made a free present to Greece after 
retaining them for half a century. 

She has acquired by what may be 
called “Immigration™ (that is, by oc- 
cupation and cultivation of lands put 
to little or no use by their primitive 
owners) Australia, New Zealand and 
other islands of: Polynesia, and in thease 
places, except in New Zealand, there 
has been no conflict with the natives. 

She warred with the weak races of 
Burmah, and thereby brought peace 
and order to a land cursed with organ- 
ized brigandage. She acquired a pro- 
tective right in the Malay States with- 
out war, and almost without the spill- 
ing of a drop of native blood. She ac- 
quired dominion over British Borneo 
with the full consent, of the natives. 

It is to Africa, then, that the charge 
of warring with weak races applies 
with most force. In that continent 
Great Britain fought with the weak 
races of Egypt, while the whole of Eu- 
rope looked on approvingly at the do- 
ing of work they wished done, but did 
not desire themselvés to do. She 
warred with a weak race in Zanzibar, 
with the result that the  Iniquitous 
Arab slave trade was forever put an 
end to. She warred with the people of 
the Seudan, or, rather, with the atro- 
ciously cruel alien ‘oppressors of 
the people, with the result. of 
bringing to those oppressed the bles- 
sings of peace and the right to call 
their souls their own. She warred with 
the small but not weak tribe of Zulua, 
thereby preserving from. annihlilatioA 
these same Boers who are now showing 
their gratitude in their own peculiar 
way. She had several wars with the 
natives Of the west coast, which have 
enabled her to suppress the monstrous 
and inhuman cruelties of the savage 
chiefs. 

She warred with the people of Abys- 
Sinia, Whose country, though con- 
quered, she did not annex, but returned 
to the rightful owners. One piece of 
African territory, Sierra Leone, she an- 
nexed for the sole purpose of supplying 
a haven of refuge for the wretched ne- 
groes she rescued from the slave ships. 
And to keep this place, of no benefit to 
herself, she sacrified in that deadly cll- 


mate the lives of hundreds of her own 


children. 
But we are told that England never 
fights “just wars.” It is very true 


| that England hag not at every opportu- 


nity played the part of Don Quixote 
and gone around the world rescuing 
distressed nations from the grasp of 
the ravisher. In many cases this would 
have been impossible of accomplish- 
ment, and perhaps resulted In the de- 
struction of her own usefulness. Let 
those who talk so glibly of the duty of 
England always to side with the weak 
against the strong, look upon the man 
of Europe and read a few statistics. 
Could she, for instance,,have rescued 
Poland from the grasp of the three 
powerful nations that .rent her limb 
from limb? 
have saved Schleswig-Holstein from 
absorption by her powerful neighbors? 
Perhaps. Many Englishmen wished tu 
try. But besides that the question of 
the legal ownership of that territory 
was not clear, England had always held 
friendly relations with Prussia and was 
reluctant to disturb them. Could she 
have saved Armenia? Saved her from 
what? Though much has been writteii 
upon that question, little is known of 
the truth. And saved her to what pur- 
pose? That she might fall into the 
grasp of Russia? Would’ its people 
have been better satisfied? Let Fin- 
land speak! 

But though England has not done all 
that was expected of her, she has done 
much. 

No reader of history, unless blinded 
by prejudice, can doubt that her Na- 
poleonic wars were just ones. In these 
she expelled the allen invader from the 
soil of Spain and Portugal. She aided 
the patriotic peasantry of Prussia to 
rise*in arms against that same invader, 
while their craven King was cowering 
at his feet and proclaiming his own 
subjects traitors for daring to dispute 
the tyrant’s claim to dominion In their 
country. 

After peace was proclatmed and the 
“holy” alliance was preparing to crush 
the revolted colonies of Spain, she stood 


in the way, and at least helped to pre-: 


vent the deed. At Navarino, by re- 
stroying the Turkish fleet in one of the 
most remarkable sea fights in history, 
she gave freedom to Greece. She pro- 
tected the States of Holland and Bel- 
gium from absorption by their power- 
ful neighbors. She gave her moral 
support, and something more; to Italy, 
struggling against the Neapolitan tyr- 
anny. All these are no doubt grateful, 
as is the way with nations. 

Was it not a just war she waged with 
Abyssinia when, at the expense of life 
and treasure, she rescued from the cru- 
elty of King Theodore not alone her 
own citizens, but those of other na- 
tions, and then went her way without 
seeking compensation of any kind. 

At a cost of millions of dollars and 
hundreds of dives she policed the 
shores of Africa for two generations to 
put an end to the atrocities of the 
slave trade. 

Such acts as that of the rescue of 
the American crew of the Virginius 
from the barbarities of the Spaniards 
in Cuba have been common in Eng- 
lish history, and if thought worthy of 
record, would fill many of its pages. 

And it’ must in fairness be admitted 
that, in atonement for such of her 
wars as were not just, she has in ev- 
ery case improved the political status 
of the people whose lands she annexed. 

Her wars in Hindustan’ (except 
against the French. who were them- 
selves attempting its conquest) it 
is freely admitted were not just. 
But no one for a moment doubts that 
the condition of the people of that 
country is far better than it would be 
if it were still subject to the rule of 
its native princes. The population has 
increased. Famines and diseases have 
grown less: oppressive taxes have been 
removed: the cruelty of the native 
masters have been prevented. The 
same thing has happened in the cgse 
of Egypt. 

The charges made against Great 
Britain in the matter of the Boer war 
resolve themselves into these ques- 
tions: What right has Fngland in the 
Transvaal? Why doesn’t she leave the 
Boers alone? 

Well, England has every right in the 
Transvaal. Rights . guaranteed by 
agreement solemniy ratified by (the 
Boers themselves, when Great Britain 
restored to them self-governmen®, 
which they ,themselves had surren- 
dered. A restoration that Bismarck 
had in mind when he said that if he 
had inflicted upon Germany half the 
ignominy that’ Gladstone had, throuch 
weakness, inflicted upon England, he 
would never again have the courage 
to look his countrymen in the face. 
By the same agreement British citi- 
zens were guaranteed equal rights be- 
fore the law with the burghers, of 
which rights they have been syste- 
matically defrauded by Kruger’s gov- 
ernment, until today they are held in 
vassalage, and have no rights that any 
petty Boer official is bound to respect. 
Appeal to the courts avails nothing, 
since the laws are made for the ben- 
efit of the Boers. and the word of.an 
Englishman carries no weight with a 
Boer jury. The very right of petition 
is denied to them, and the education 
of their own children is taken out of 
their control. 

To make the matter seem worse by 
comparison, just across the border in 
British territory, Boers, the. close kin 
of those in the Transvaal, are ac- 
corded all the rights of freemen, elect 
their own representatives. and have 
their full share in the government of 
the land they live fn. 

Is a smal! country always in the 
right? Are bulk and morality so closely 
allied? Suppose Great Britain had 
treated the Boers tn Cape Colony and 
Natal as it is admitted the English 


returned j were treated in the Transvaal! Would 


Could she in later times 
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not the whole civilized world have 
cried shame upon her? But it may 
be said that the Boers were obliged 
to do this in order to preserve their 
independence. That tf the English had} 
been given a voice in the government, 
they, being in greater numbers than 


their own way ip the Transvaal. Well, 
that is exactly What -hasshappened in 
the British territory of Cape Colony, 


the Boers are in numerical superiority. 
There the Boers, on account of a pre- 
ponderance of representatives in Par- 
liament; appoint their own premier 
and control the government. Yet the 
country still lives and no one caom- 
plains. 

But as a matter of fact, the British 
government, when negotiating with 
President Kruger in regard to 
the franchise, definitely offered 
that no such pre- 
should exist in the 
Transvaal. This matter of the fran- 
chise has been much befogged. Much 
has been written 
liberality of the Boer government in 
granting to the. Witlanders a seven 
years’ franchise, and have been much 
censured for their impudence in ask- 
to 
vote without giving up their allegiance 
to their own country. The real facts 
are ludicrously different from this con- 
ception. 

The so-called seven years’ franchise 
is, in reality, a fourteen years’ pertod 
of probation, at the beginning ot which 
the aspirant for the franchise is re- 
quired to renounce his allegiance to the 
land of his bifth, and thus to remain 
during the whole of that time, a man 
without a country, to be rewarded at 
its expiration by being accepted as a. 
citizen, provided three-fourths of his 
immediate neighbors are willing, and 
the field cornet chooses to indorse his 
application and the Volksraad should 
grant it. No wonder that few wished 
to enter into this ordeal! 

Great Britain has been blamed for 
sending troops to South Africa. It is 
said that this action has precipitated 
war. Rather she should be blamed for. 
not sending them'sooner. It fs incum- 
bent upon every nation to protect its 
eitizéns. The Boer government has 
been many years preparing for war. 
At an expense of tens of millions it 
has turned its cities into arsenals 
and its country into an armed camp. 
Against whom was this threatening 
demonstration made? “The answer is 
evident. . Against the British colonists. 
There were no other people to threaten 
And.all this time, though conspiracy 
ran rife in the colonies, Great Britain 
had hardly a regiment there. Her state 
of unreadiness at the opening of hos- 
tilities shows how great was this mis- 
take. If the assembling of armies 
caused the war, it was the act of the 
Transvaal and not the act of Eng- 
land. . 

As to what !s written censuring Great 
Britain for not replying “in a different 
spirit’ to President Kruger’s ultl- 
matum, it is pure foolishness. Fivery 
intelligent schoolboy who has read the 
papers during the last few months 
knows that no answer to this ultimatum 
was expected or desired. That, in fact, 
it was a declaration of war, pure and 
simple. 

It is also claimed that Great Britain 
has broken faith with the Boers, and 
the Jameson raid is pointed out as an 
example. Let us suppose, what has 
never been shown, that the British 
government was responsible for this, 
still it was only following the Boer’s 
own example. Long before this occ- 
curred they had made raids tnto Brit- 
ish territory; territory to which by 
convention they had expressly cove- 
nanted to respect. Among these was 
their raid into Becuanaland in 1884, by 
which action no less a@ person than 
Joubert himself admitted that they 
had broken faith with Great Britain. 

In spite of a general optnion to the 
contrary, investigation of the facts 
will show that the war was precipi-— 
tated by Kruger’s own acts, That 
after he had accepted the British pro- 
posals, he, without any assigned rea- 
son, withdrew his assent and followed 
shortly after with his ultimatum, at 
a time when a péaceable solution was 
by no means improbable.

Let 
us Cornceds that they aré possessed of 
all the cardinal virtues. Still they 
mag be in the wrong. As to that, facts 
only can speak, and not prejudice, 
which has had already too much to 
say. AS to the issue, I am eontent to—

Herald:] Dr. Tala 
mage errs when he proclaims the silly, 
neglectful or vicious to be more numere 
ous now than aforetime. Prudence, 
watchfulness and virtue are more free 
quent attributes of home life in 1899 
than in 1799. The mother who went ta 
lectures on “Shakespeare and the Mu- 
sical Classes’’ was the theme of Gold- 
smith’s good-natured ridicule in 1756, ° 
and, as the state of society then and 
now proves, she was not nearly so good 
a mother as the woman who today at- 
tends clubs. More attention ts given 
to housekeeping and home-making by 
s0-called fashionable women than‘ ever 
before. This is particularly true 6f 
the younger women in society. It ts 
fashionable now for the society woman 
to have knowledge of household affairs, 
whereas ten or twenty years ago it 
was not. The tendency is certainly 
toward a better state of things in the 
home than toward a worse.

Like all fads, 
they are not without a comie angie, 
but most surely they have no vicious 
point of presentation. Dr. Talmage 
has done well in urging tha issue of 
home training upon his hearers, but 
he is mistaken when he infers an in- 
creasing frequency in neglect of this 
sacred duty.

The annexation of Hawaii, the recent 
acquisition of Tutuila, in the Samoan 
group, and the possession of Guam and 
the Philippines, have given the United 
States great advantages in the com- 
mercial competition which is now on, 
owing to the opening up of the markets 
of China, and the wonderful develop- 
ment of Siberia and South Africa. 

The United States has become the 
master of the Pacific. In Pearl Har- 
bor in Hawall, in Pago Pago Harbor 
in Tutuila, the harbor of Guam and 
Manila Bay, the United States pos- 


sesses the four finest harbors’ to be 
found between San Francisco and 
China. In the maintenance of a great 


merchant marine and naval power, the 
possession of fine harbors is of the 
greatest advantage, All nations desir- 
ing to compete with the United States 
on the Pacific will be seriously handi- 
capped by the lack of good ports, naval 
and coaling stations. ~ Every. natural 
advantage being with the United States 
in exercising control on the Pacific, 
both fia naval and commercial sense, 
it only remains for the government to 
realize upon its opportunity. And this 
1 resident McKinley and the members 
of his. administration are preparing to 
do. They are thoroughly alive to the 
magnificent future of the United States 
upon the Pacific. 

The-work of fitting up the harbors of 
Tutuila, Guam and Mahila, to meet the 
demands which will be made upon 
them, has already been begun. Plans 
for’ fortifying all these harbors are 
now being made by the War Depart- 
ment, and the Navy Department is pre- 
paring them to meet the needs of the 
navy by erecting piers and coaling sta- 


tions. Contracts have been let for the 
construction of steel coal sheds on Ha- 
wali, having a capacity of 20,000 tons. 


and two steel piers. One of these piers 
is to be 465 feet long and 80 feet wide. 
The other fis to be “10 feet wide at the 
retaining wall, 40 feet at the outer end, 
400 feet long on one side, and. 360 feet 
on the other. be 
constructed. The slips will be 140 feet 
wide and 28 feer deep. 

The contracts for these works call for 
their completion by March, 1900.

THE EVE OF HOSTILITIE LITIES. 


GRARAIC ACCOUNT OF THE SITUA- 
TION IN DUNDEE. 


The People Panic-stricken—An Un- 
expected Turn in the Tide of For- 
tune—Troops Stole Away in the 
Darkness — Boer Soldiers Mostly 
Young Men, 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
PIETERMARITZBURG (Natal,) Oct. 
24.—I have received the following dis- 
patch from our representative at the 
Dundee coal fields. Telegraphic com- 
munication north of Ladysmith is 
now interrupted, and I believe this to 
have been the last, or nearly the last, 
dispatch to cotne through from _ the 
front: 
“DUNDEE, Oct. 23.—The town is 
paniestricken, The residents and the 
troops alike are flying for their lives. 
The Boers are already in possession. 
The tide of fortune has unexpectedly 
turned, and the victory we thought was 
ours, the triumph we celebrated only 
two days ago, is swept away. Sur- 
rounded on every side by Transvaal 
troops in countless numbers, this 
place is at their mercy, and Gen. Yule’s 


army, which is retreating in hot haste 


in the hope of joining the garrison in 
Ladysmith, may yet be doomed to an- 
nihilation. 
“We had heard the cannonading all 
day Friday in the direction of Glencoe. 


We had awaited with fear and 
trembling the result. We had seen the 
Boer guns on the Impati Mountain 
throwing their  fifty-pound shells 


among our cavalry, which occupied a 
position near Rowan’s farm. We had 
seen Symons’s guns brought into ac- 
tion and those of the enemy silenced. 
We had heard from runners of the 
victory attained at Smith Hill, where 
we could dimly see the tents of the 
conquerors, and the temporary hospi- 
tals in which we knew lay the wounded 
in Friday's big battle. 

“We believed the Boers had received 
a decisive -check, and we felt secure. 
Business proceeded as usual. We had 
the most implicit confidence in our 
protectors until early yesterday (Sun- 
day) evening, when, with field glasses, 
it was easy to see that hurried prep- 
arations for the removal of the Brit- 
ish camp were being made. 

“At the same time large numbers of 


Within 
an hour the-shelling of the camp be- 
gan from two batteries of big guns, 
the aim of the Boer artillery being 
well nigh perfect. 

“With some semblance of order, but 
with all possible haste, the British 
forces retired beyond range, and then 
the bombardment ceased, but the camp 


| and the hospital and a great quantity 


of British stores had been left behind, 
and we realized that disaster was 
upon us. 

“The most intense excitement of our 
townspeople had reached fever heat 


when the chairman of the lo- 
cal board; received a message 
from Gen. Yule, who had  as- 
sumed command .after the wound- 


ing of Gen. Symons, of which we had 
as yet heard only rumors. This mes- 
sage advised the immediate evacuation 
of the town, and then beg sueh a 
scene of panic and horror-stricken des- 
pair as I hope never again to witness. 

“A heavy rain had begun.to fall, but, 
heedless of this, crowds of thinly-clad 
residents flocked into the streets, rush- 
ing aimlessly about, and inquiring one 
of the other what was to be done. Wo- 
men with pallid faces and wild eyes, 
dragging crying children by their side, 
or hugging babies in their arms, went 
around imploring the men to inspan all 
manner of vehicles and carry them 
away. Meantime night fell, and it was 
dark as pitch. 

“Drenched to the skin, their homes 
and their belongings all forsaken, the 
refugees fled from the town, hurry- 
ing on horseback and on foot, into the 
open veldt south of the town, not 
knowing where they were going or what 
was to become of them. Many followed 
in the track of the troops, which had 
stolen quietly away under cover of the 
darkness. Several reached Rowan’s 
farm under shelter of the Inhambane 
Mountains. De Kerker’s farm had been 
invaded early by a party of the Dundee 
Town Guard, and from here in miser- 
able plight hundreds were turned away. 
In the mean time we, who had decided 
were 
kept busy controlling the scum of the 
mines, who seized the opportunity to 
rifle abandoned homes, and all night 
long looting went on. 

“It was Sunday midnight when a sec- 
ond message was received by Mr. Ri- 
ley, chairman of the local board, from 
Gen. Yule, who was bivouacked some 
miles to the southeast, that all refu- 
gees should instantly make their wav 
toward Ladysmith, and in bands of 
thirty or forty, fully’ three hundred 
residents immediately started out to 
face the terrible tramp of forty-two 
miles, destitute of provisions, and with 
only the clothes they stood up in. Many 
of these were women and young chil- 
dren. What their fate will be, God 
only Knows. I hear today that many 
of them spent the remainder of the 
night in Kaffir kraals at the foot of 
the Inhambane Mountains. 

“The horrors of last night must re- 
main forever in the memory of those 
if they 
ever reach Ladysmith tn safety. Some 
of the Scenes were heartrending —an4 
pitiful beyond description. Wails ani 
curses and the cries of children were 
heard as one after another little party, 
some carrying lanterns, which spit and 
spluttered in the rain, tramped out into 
the sodden veldt. All bitterly com- 
plained that the troops had been with- 
drawn in hot haste before the residents 
had had time to take their departure. 

“At daybreak this morning the Boers 
were seen Swarming on the hills al) 
around. They were in biggest force 
on Smith Hill, where they held the 
British camp and the hospital tents, 
which they had evidently taken dur- 
ing the night. I learn that a message 
was sent last night under a flag of 
truce to the Boer commandant telling 
him that the camp was abandoned 
and that if he would shell it he wouid 
only place our wounded and his own 
in danger. One shell was fired, how- 
ever, for it is said that Commandant 
Erasmus mistook the Indian hospital 
attendants for soldiers. 

“It was about 10 o’clock when the ad-: 
vance guard of the Boers entered this 
town, whioh they surprised te 
find practically 4d They wera

only a small party, all mounted and 
armed, and their first action was to 


j rush wildly through the main street 


andinto all stables, ‘commandeering’ ail 
the horses they could find, which were 
few, as nearly all were taken out last 
night by the refugees. 

“A few shots were fired, but these 
were only in a spirit of bravado, al- 
though the younger of the Boers be- 
have as though little provocation 
would excite them to shoot to kill. One 


sent a bullet crashing. into the window | 


of Redger’s drapery store, where’ some 
little Union Jacks were displayed. Then 
@ rush was made and the flags dis- 
tributed. The Boers put them in their 
hats and rode down the street deri- 
sively singing in ridiculous’ English, 
‘Soldiers of the Queen’ and ‘Tommy 
Atkins.’ 

“Presently a larger contingent en- 
tered the town, carrying before them 
the Vierkleur (Transvaal ensign,) 
whieh they planted outside the door 
They sang the 
Volkslied as they marched. 

“The head of the party, evidently a 
field cornet, has told Mr. Riley that 
nobody will be harmed, but that his 
men want provisions, which will be 
paid for. But I hear that stores are 
already being looted, and I myself have 
seen Boers coming and going all day. 
They come empty-handed and they go 
back to their camp in the Impati Moun- 
tains loaded with all manner of ar- 
ticles which cannot be strictly re- 
garded as provisions. 

“T have seen man after man carry- 
ing, attached to his saddle, bundles of 
clothing, much of it such as is worn 
by women, in addition to articles of 
household furniture. I saw one Boer 
riding down West street with a bicycle 
hung by his side, and another had a 
baby carriage. 

“I was expecting to find the Boer sol- 
diers mostly bearded men, but those 
who have taken our town are almost 
without exception big, brawny boys, 
many of them seemingly not yet 20 
years old. They are noisy and hilari- 
ous, seemingly half-intoxicated with 
success. They surlily refuse to hold 
conversation with the-townspeople who 
are left here, but as yet I have heard 
of no-violence or outrage being perpe- 
trated. There has been no raid on the 
liquor saloons, but no one knows what 
may happen after nightfall. Every 
one fears all manner of excesses, sim- 
ply because this contingent of the 
enemy seems to be made up almost ex- 
clusively of young Boers. 

“Early this afternoon we 
startled by the sound of a terrific ex- 
plosion east of the town. Nobody yet 
knows the cause, but it is believed 
that the Boer commandant has blown 
up the railroad bridge between here 
and Glencoe, close to which Gen. Sy- 
mons was encamped before Friday’s 
battle. . 

“Tt is hard to understand the turn 
affairs have taken, but so far as I 
can learn, the force met by Symons 
and defeated on Friday was only a 
comparatively small advance party 
commanded by Gen. Lucas Meyer, and 
that the bulk of the army. under Gen. 
Erasmus, arriving a day later, is of 
such magnitude that retreat became 
imperative. Perhaps this may .be so, 
but there is much hard feeling against 
Gen. Yule among the few townsfolk 
Still left here. Still, we may fare bet- 
ter than those poor wretches who 
started to tramp to Ladysmith in the 
terrible storm of last night. 

“T am writing this at the railway 
etation. The telegraph operator is 
here, up to the eyes with work, and 
it is extremely doubtful if he can get 
this through. As yet he has not been 
interfered with, and communication is 
intact. There are no Boers here at 
present. the station being nearly. two 
miles from the town. If possible, I 
will keep you posted as to the rondi- 


of serious damage to .the coal fields 
or the plant.” 

There is little to add to this graphic 
account of the occupation. of Dundee 
by the Boers. We are still in the dark, 
here in Pietermaritzburg as. t® the 
movements of Gen. Yule’s division, 
but it is expected he will experience 
little difficulty in joining forces with 
Sir George Stewart White at Lady- 
smith. The latter's great. victory at 
Elands Laagte on Saturday last-is ex- 
pected to clear the way for a juncture 
of the forces and to hold the Boers, 
in check. The 
should be well able to prevent further 
advance of the Transvaal armies until 
the arrival of reinforcements. 

There are rumors of the death of Gen. 
Symonds as the result of his wound, but 
our Dundee representative makes no 
mention of this. There are also rumors 
that some of White’s command are 
missing since the Elands Laagte affair, 
but these are mostly brought in 
by Kaffir runners and are quite unre- 
liable. Of the fate of the refugees, 
whose sufférings our Dundee man 


paints in such vivid colors, nothing can 


be heard until telegraphic communica- 
tion north of Ladysmith is restored or 
their arrival in camp, whither they will 
probably be escorted by Yule’s division. 

There is little or no feeling of alarm 
here in official circles, but it is gener- 
ally conceded that it was a mistake to 
attempt to hold Dundee and Glencoe 
with only four or five thousand men. 
They should have been abandoned, as 
was Newcastle, or the combined forces 
of White and Symons should have been 
centered there the moment actual hos- 
tilities began. 

I saw Sir Walter F. Hely-Hutchin- 
son, the Governor, today, and submitted 
to him this story of the evacuation of 
Dundee. He admitted that it substan- 
tially agreed with his own official dis- 
patches, but warned me that any at- 
tempt to send such matter out of the 
country by cable would surely prove a 
failure. on account of the strict censor- 
ship which has been established. 

Only the most meager account of 
White's great victory at Elands Laagte 
is yet to hand. I hope.to send you de- 
tails in my next.

PLANTED IN WAR-CLOUD DAYS. 
A CURIOUS TREE IN AN ODD 
PLACE. 


[Pittsburgh Fost:] During the war of 
1861-65 large quantities of a certain 
Japanese nut were sent into Harris- 
burg, Pa. These nuts served as food 
for the horses quartered in the city at 
that time. The seeds were exceedingly 
hardy; wherever they fell they took 
root. One fell upon the broad, high 
wall surrounding the County Jail; it 
sprouted, and sent down roots on the 
inside of the wall to the soil fifteen 
feet below. The tree grew and flour- 
ished until this present fall, when it 
became necessary to tear down the 
wall in order to carry out certain im- 
provements. The casual observer, 
passing the old jail wall, supposed that 
the tree grew close to the inner side 
of the wall, not realizing at what a 
strange freak of nature he was gazing. 

The tearing down of this wall has 
exposed to public view ‘another of 
these odd trees. The seed of this fell 
upon one of the huge stones forming 
the foundation of the jail. The seea 
sprouted, sent its roots down into the 
adjacent ground, and went on growing 
until it became a large, strong tree. 


In the process of growth its immense [ 


roots forced apart many of the foun- 
dation stones of the jail; in fact. it has 
rendered the front part of the building 
so insecure that it will probably be 
cut down.

ETHICAL BOOKS. 
“Things as They Are.” 


T IS a natural anomaly of our age 


leads to denunciations that include, 
with the undeniable evils of the times, 
also the good which we have at- 
tained. Men like Bolton Hall, the 
author of this book, forget, in the re- 
volt of their sympathies, that human 
choice has never yet been between ab- 
solute evil and absolute good, but al- 
ways between goods mingled with 
evils; that the greatest practical good 
of the moment is, therefore, not to be 
repudiated because it has necessarily 
some disadvantages, some evils, at- 
tached to it. We may admit that too 


that the very altruism in which it 
exceeds all previous ages frequently 


much restraint of the young weakens | 


their moral independence, 
agreeing with Mr. Hall that’ they 
should be given the opportunity to 
learn gelf-restraint by having the 
candy-box and all other temptations 
put freely before them. We may ad- 
mit that associated charities lack 
somewhat of the close sympathetic re- 
lationship which exists where the in- 
dividual always acts for himself in his 
philanthropy, yet we may _ believe, 
nevertheless, that organization has 
advantages, which outweigh its dis- 
advantages and make it preferable to 
the other form. We may concede to 
Mr. Hall that a higher, an ideal good, 
is never to be lost sight of in the 
necessitated choice of a lesser, prac- 
tical good; still we may deny that, 
for this reason, it is the philanthropic 
who, by palliating brutality and cov- 
éring it from. our sight, do most to 


prevent the abolition of the evils of 


society. On the contrary, we may 
claim both that the acts which miti- 
gate evil of any sort are good and 
that the spirit which prompts them is 


still more desirable from the point of, 


view of a social ideal. The-—--vast 
amount of far-reaching charity that 
exists in our modern society. is evi- 
dence that not Mr. Hall alone, but 
also a very large number of his fel- 
low-people feel keenly the evils which 


they see around them, and are trying 


in various ways that seem best to 
them, to diminish these evils. We are 


all working to solve ‘the social prob- | 
lems of our times, in fact, and it is .well indexed. 


this very spirit of modern altruism 
which is the’ most promising. feature 
of our present civilization. We can- 
not all agree as to method, however,

WATER STORAGE. 

The present wide discussion of the 
question of water storage has led to 
mary inquiries by corfespondents’ re- 
garding the surveys and examinations 
of reservoir sites by the United States 
Geological Survey, so that in reply 
thereto a circular has been prepared 
by the hydrographer, F. H. Newell, 

which has-been sent-to the printer, hay- 
ing been approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior. -A typewritten copy of the 
circular, which contains much _ inter- 
esting information, has been lent to 
The Times by the local representative 
of the survey, J. B. Lippincott. 
- Mr. Newell shows that the organic 
law, from which has grown the pres- 
ent work of the Geological Survey, is 
dated March 3, 1879. It creates the 
office of the director of the Geological 
Survey and states that “this office 
shall have direction of the Geological 
Survey and the classification of the pub- 
lic lands and examination of the geolog- 
ical structure, mineral\ resources and 
products of the national\domain.” A 
fundamental function of the survey is, 
‘therefore, the classification of the pub- 
lic lands, a work which cannot be ac- 
complished until a thorough knowledge 
is had of the water resources, since 
for the most part the public lands are 
within the arid region. | 
Phe work of the survey is—not—con-— 
fined«<to the public lands, for later acts 
of Congress have extended its operations 
to the “national domain,” which in- 
cludes all the territory within the pos- 
session of the United States. In every 
State and Territory surveys have been 
or are being made. The extent of these 
is governed by many considerations, such: 
as the economic and scientific importance 
of results and the aid or co-operation 
of individual States. 
From the initiation of this survey, in 
 ¥879, much attention has been given to 
the arid region, its great possibilities 
having been early appreciated. In 
1887 the director was called upon by 
Congress to consider the question of 
Federal recognition of the irrigation sub- 
ject, and in March, 1888, a resolution 
was passed requiring the Secretary of 
the Interior, by means of the director 
of the Geological Survey, “to make an 
examination of that portion of the arid 
region of the United States where ag- 
riculture is carried on by means of ir- 
rigation, as to the natural advantages 
for the storage of water for irrigation 
purposes, with the practicability of con- 
structing reservoirs, together with the 
capacity of streams and the cost of con- 
struction and capacity of reservoirs, and 
such other facts as bear on the question 
of storage of water for irrigation pur- 
poses.” 

In 1888 an. appropriation was made 
to investigate the arid region. In 1890 
reservoir sites already located were 
reserved from entry or settlement. In 
1894 an appropriation was made to gauge 
the streams and determine the water 
supply. At later dates provision has 
been made for the preparation of reports 
‘as tq the best methods of .utilizing the 
water resources.

In other words, a pretty sure 
accompaniment of the growth of the 
amenities of life is a softening of the 
fiber of the race. This tendency always 
manifests itself in a manner analogous 
to that now displayed by certain anti- 
expansionists in .this country. A les- 


sened virility affects a race in many. 


different ways. Among a certain class 
it produces a desire to be let alone, a 
willingness to make any sacrifice rather 
than assert one’s rights. Numerous in- 
stances might be cited from the past 
of nations so absorbed in the pursuit of 
the soft side of life, that they were dis- 
posed to fight all their wars with mer- 
cenaries, often obtained from the less- 
civilized surrounding races. 

“In these days we have sublimated 
the results of a more or less pampered 
existence into a philosophy Easy liv- 
ing causes an instinctive shudder on 
the part of some persons at the thought 


of hardship and death, and this lack of | 


nerve power is at once assumed to be 
the indication of a highly-developed 
religious sensitiveness. The human 
mind is prone to such self-deceptions. 
The over-refinements of the past shine 
by comparison with those of today. 
Then the disinclination to face the 
horror of war, in the interest of the 
public good, was apt to disguise itself 
under the form of cynicism; now it seeks 
the shelter of religion.” 


It is a fact that the noblest races 


-of the past have been characterized by a 


love of war. The early Romans, while 
they were a warlike people, were patri- 
otic and virtuous, their decline com- 
mencing after luxury and ease had be- 
gun to sap their vitality. The ancient 
Teutons and Scandinavians were noted 
for their honesty, chastity and domestic 
affections, yet they delighted in fiérce 
combats. 7 

It is not claimed that war, of itself, 
is a good thing. It may, perhaps, best 
be characterized as a necessary evil. 
How good or how evil it may be, de- 
pends upon the justice of the cause in 
which it is waged; but this is sure, 
there are worse things in the world than 
war. Such, for jnstance, as an ignoble 
in 
whose souls the fire of patriotism has 
burned out. _ | -

AMERICAN SEGURITIES. 

One of the more notable of the re- 
cent features of the New York money 
market is found in the heavy purchases 
of American securities. In one week, 


‘not long ago, more than a quarter of a 


million of these shares were purchased 
in New York on the foreign account. 
In marked contrast to the unpopularity 
of American securities a few years ago 
is the growing popularity of these se- 
curities at the present time. It is not 
so very many years since foreign in- 
vestors: Were’ Hastening to unload their 
shares of American stock. Many hun- 
dreds of thousands of such shares were 
sent home for realization during the 
last Presidential term of Grover Cleve- 
cand; and the drain of gold which they 
entailed upon us, as is too well remem- 
bered, caused serious embarrassments in 
financial and commercial circles, to say 
nothing of.the embarrassments caused 
in political circles. Now, however, the 
tide has entirely changed, and our se- 
curities, instead of being a drug on the 
market, are being eagerly sought after 
by European investors. 

The reason for this great and radical 
change of financial sentiment is to be 
found partly, of course, in the unsettled 
condition of the money markets of 
Europe, on account of the Transvaal 
war, and the “rumors of wars” in other 
parts of the world which might in- 
volve European governments. But the 


principal_reason for the improved con-| 


ditions noted is to be found in the great 
and wonderful revival of business and 
of business confidence in the United 
States. Our securities—those, at least, 
which have a regular commercial stand- 
ing—are more popular in the United 
States today than they were during the 
Cleveland régime. Property of all kinds, 


in point of fact, is worth more now than 


it was then. It is simply the difference 
between prosperity and “hard times,” 
when nobody prospers but the Sheriff. 
It is significant as showing the world- 
wide faith in the unbounded resources 
of the United States that, while the 
little flurry of war in the Transvaal 
is sufficient to disarrange the European 
stock market, the war through which 
this country passed ‘last ygar, and the 
rebellion in the Philippines, were not 
sufficient to disturb the American stock 
market in any appreciable degree. Our 
securities, our national credit, and our 
prestige among the nations of the 


-world, have gained instead of losing, | 


throughout all the vicissitudes of the 
past two years of our national history— 
years that have been fraught with 
events of greater importance to us as 
a people, and to the world at‘ large, than 
almost any other two years that have 
elapsed since the nation was born. 

In this fact, as in other things, we have 
an object lesson of our own national 
greatness and strength which is well 
worth pondering. If we view it aright 
it will serve to make us not overbearing 
and dictatorial, but modest, self-con- 
tained, and self-reliant, as becomes the 
great and the brave and the strong.

Bit the Churches Yesterday. 


Is the World Growing Worse? 

N HIS sermon yesterday morning at 

Christ Church, the Rev. Dr. Dowling 

in discussing the subject, “Is the 
World Growing Worse?’ . said: 

“Is it true that the condition of the 
wage-earning classes is better today 
than in previous periods of the world’s 
history? I feel assured that no candid 
man can read the record of almost uni- 
versal serfdom which existed in con- 
tinental countries a century ago, and 
then stop to realize how much of the 
brawn and the brain of this country is 
found in the direct descendents of 
those serfs without realizing the truth 
of what I say. It is true the condi- 
tion of our working people is not what 
it ought to be. But society today can 
say of itself what John Newton once 
said of himself in reference to his 
growth in Christian grace, ‘I am not 
what I ought to be; I am not what 
I want to be; I am not what I hope 
to be; but by the grace of God I am 
not what I was.’ . 

“Everywhere there has been progress, 
but not always in a straight line. 
Progress seldom travels in a straight 
line. The ship of state often has to 
tack against the wind and tide, but 
it moves forward nevertheless. There 
is always refiluent’ element in 
progress. It is like the rise of the tide; 
active and reactive. It sometimes seems 
when the waves fall back into the-sea 
that the sea is in process of running 
dry. But wait till the next wave; the 
tide is rising, and every wave comes 
a little higher up. The light of history 
has never shone with the steady biaze 
of an argand burner, but rather like 
the revolving lamp in the lighthouse, 
varied with flashes. My friend, society 
is moving forward, and it is carrying 
us with it whether we know it or not. 
Do not, I pray you, mistake some 
backward current of an eddy for the 
flow of the tide. Do not mistake some 
winter gale for a trade wind, and 
above all do not mistake some specks 
on the glass of your telescope for spots 
on the sun. 

“How these reforms are to come, I 
do not know fully; neither do you; 
neither does any man. Because social 
reforms almost invariably mature in 
unexpected ways. This was true of 
the abolition of slavery; it was true of 
the partial liberation of the serfs in 
and it was true of the 
very birth of our republic. 

“Of course, every right-minded man 
must deplore the current misrepre- 


sentations of the Christian church and. 


her ministers, which have recently ap- 
peared in the eolumns. of some of our 
daily papers, as though the church 
were responsible for the evils which 
afflict society. It is not true. I know 
ministers, a great many of them, and 
I know there is no class of men in the 
community who are more eager to 
help all people of every station than 
are the Christian ministers of this na- 
tion; and it is time that such false 
and cruel statements be rebuked. Prof. 
Herron, one of the most radical of 
socialists, speaks of it as one of the 
most hopeful facts in connection with 
this republic,. that so many earnest 
men among our younger clergy are 
making a special study of the signs 
of the times. I know Christian 
churches, and I do not believe there 
is a church in this city where’ the 
workingman who washes his face and 


brushes his hair and is possessed of} be the 


that self-respect, which thank God, 


‘most of them are, would not receive 


a most cordial welcome. Prof. Wyckoff 
of Princeton College, who for the 
purpose of studying social problems at 
first’ hand, became for two years a 
day laborer and part of the time a 
tramp, tells us in that most thrilling 
book of his, ‘The Workers,’ that one 
cause of surprise to him was_ the 
universal welcome which awaited him 
whenever . he entered a Christian 
church of any denomination, in any 
city or village of our land. 

“Let me say to the workingman, 
either. who is present today, or who 
shall read these words tomorrow morn- 
ing, whose hand I would most gladly 
grasp in my own if I could, you can- 
not afford for the sake of yourself and 
those you love, to persist—in_a 
derstanding of the Christian clergy 
and the Christian churches. They are 
your best friends. 

“When Benjamin Franklin received 


‘| f-om Thomas Payne a copy of an in- 


f.jel publication in manuscript asking 
whether or not he would print it, 
Benjamin Franklin said: ‘Do not do 
it. If the world is so bad with the 
Bible, what would it .be without it!’ 
And to the workingmen of this city I 
say, if the world is so bad with the 
Christian churches seeking to em- 
phasize the law of love laid down by 
Jesus Christ, what would it be with- 
out them? 

“And yet with all their untempered 
utterances, I welcome with my whole 
heart the effort of these men to solve 
the problem, because everybody knows 
more than anybody. Agitation ‘in a 
republic is always a blessing, for agi- 
tation leads to education, education to 
combination, and combination leads to 
reformation. Thus ultimately all these 
wrongs will be righted. How? I do 
not know fully. Neither do you. But 
reformation will come. Why? Be- 
cause it must, 'and in the end whatever 
must come, comes. That is the teach- 
ing of history. That is God’s way.” —

In 
the future there will be infinite time 
for all studies. Christ taught that the 
human spirit should enter into its 
eternal and infinite inheritance by fa-. 
miliarizing itself, as far as. possibla 
with the vast scale of life in the uni- 
verse. The soul should, in imagination 
and in spirit, become a divine expan- 
sionist, and feel that it is an heir of 
God and a joint heir with Christ. 
Matter in its ultimate analysis is a 
mass of points of force, which chem- 
ists call atoms. The wniverse is full 
of matter, visible and invisible. Mat- 
ter is God's garments. The universe 
would be a dreary place without mat- 
ter. There would 'be no stars, no earth, 
no bodies, no homes, no beauty, no 
glory. The unseen world has glory; but 
that glory must be some kind of refined 
matter. -Life is the master and the 
artist of the universe. It controls all 
laws, forces, and worlds, and makes 
all the beautiful and splendid things 
in all worlds. 
“Infinity, eternity, matter and life 
are the four fundamental and eternal 
realities of the universe. Infinity and 
eternity are known to our imagination. 
Matter is known to our five senses. Life 
is known to our consciousness. All 
things are from these four realities.

His 
gospel embraces the whole universe 
and does not confine itself to our small 
world, nor to one small heaven, nor to 
the age of one small existence. It is 
the gospel of eternal and infinite life, 
and the glad tidings of endless progress 
through all forms of existence.” 


Myths and Religion. 3 
R EV. C. J. K. JONES preached yes- 


terday morning in the ,Church 

of the Unity, corner of Third and 
Hill streets, on Numbers xv, 32-36. He 
said, in part: 

“The incident of the man having 
been stoned for picking up sticks on 
the Sabbath is a priestly story writ- 
ten to emphasize the inviolable sanc- 
tity of the holy day. In this connec- 
tion, I recall a popular myth con- 
nected with this incident, narrated in 
Numbers xv, 32-36; it is known. as ‘The 
Man in the Moon.’ This myth is va- 
riously told. Dante, Chaucer’ and 
Shakespeare refer, to it. The Ice- 
landic mythology makes the ‘Man in 
the Moon’ to be two children whom 
the moon captured, a kind of Jack 
and Jill. The Swedes .have a similar 
story. The Sanscrit is said to have 
forms of this general myth. This 
myth played a part in that orthodox 
religious education, which I received 
as a child. The traditions, and con- 
glomeration of speculation and super- 
stition which dogmatic theology has 
gathered to itself for many hundreds 
of years, were used to set forth to 
men the otherwise very simple propo- 
sition of religion. The popular Bible 
stories were enjoined upon me as be- 
ing the literal inspired truth of God. 
These stories influenced me powerfully. 
For week-day restraints I was assured 
that the devil was near me, and would 
carry me off. This was potent for 
occasional good order. .For Sunday 
there were added extra restraints. 
Prominent among the stories told me 
on that day ‘for reproof, for correction 
in righteousness’ was this myth of 
‘The Man in the Moon.’ 

This story is but a type story, and 
type method that has been employed 
in all ages wherewith to restrain men 
and youth, and to guide them Into a 
religious life. Of a similar character 
are the legends of saints and romances 
that have descended to us. They are 
a feature of the development of rell- 
gious belief in which folk-love has 
played a very important part. But 
to repeat such stories now, as con- 
taining any veritable truth, is to per- 
petuate falsehood in spirit and in fact. 
‘God’s truth is helped by no man’s 
ignorance.’ The cause of good morals, 
and of religion, are not permanently 
established in this day by recourse to 
myths and legends. Accurate knowl- 


our religious teaching. It is time we 
ceased to load the interpretation and 
teaching of religion with the tradi- 
tions, superstitions and myths of ori- 
entalism and western  heathenism. 
Whatever may have been the needs in 
an ignorant age, among an ignorant 
today, religion needs neither 
fraud, nor deceit nor miracle, in any 
form to sanction its requirements and 
obligation.”’ 


The Soul's Bargain, 
HE Rev. J. R. Compton of the 
Second Presbyterian Church 
preached yesterday upon “The 
Soul’s. Bargain, What Shall it Be?’ 
Among other things, he said: | 
“There are two worlds, the visible 
and the invisible. There are two be- 
ings, the material and the spiritual. 
The material being is designed for the 
visible world, and the spiritual for the 
invisible. God has, in His wisdom, 
made these two worlds to conform per- 
fectly to the highest ideals of perfec- 
tion in our dual being. So the mate- 
rials for this development abound in 
richest affluence, and it is His pur- 
pose that we shall approriate all this 
great affluence, but in a proper way. 
Not to subordinate the higher to the 
lower, not to sacrifice the lower to 
gain the higher. ; 
“Ts it necessary that a man shall 
lose his soul to gain the world? Is it 
necessary to lose the world to gain his 
soul? No. It is God’s plan that we 
shall gain both worlds. ‘All things 
are ours; things present and things 
to come,’ but the misappropriation of 
these things always results in serious 
losses somewhere. Better to lose the 
world and gain your soul, than to lose 
your soul and gain the world, but 
neither condition is forced up@n us. 
“If you were offered twenty central 
blocks in any city of the United States 
on condition that you exchange for 
them your power of vision, would you 
consider it a fair exchange? Then if 
unwilling to win the world at the sacri- 
fice of physical senses, why will a 
man strive to gain the world at the 


loss of moral and spiritual powers? 


What are all the beauties of the physi- 
cal world to the blind man? How 
valueless this world when moral self- 
hood is gone. : 

“Look at the soul’s’ capital—its 
power. When we speak of a 
power, we think of mechanical, or 
electrical, or chemical power, 
but what are these to the mind 
which is back of them all. What is 
the steam power that drives the loco- 
motives to the mind that lies back 
of it? If such is the power of the 
soul when allied to physical powers, 
what must it be when allied to all- 
supreme mind, or God. The world 
which seems like a cruel crushing 
machine, becomes the obedient witness 
of the kingly soul. Possessions are 
also a part of the soul’s capital, not 
riches, not lands. These take to them- 
selves wings and fly away. The real 
possessions of the soul are infinitely 
above all those. Immortality, spirit- 
uality and holiness, are the soul’s 
eternal dowry. 

“Need any losses be suffered? Why 
lose the world? Why lose the soul? 
A man sends his ship on commercial 
seas to gather the riches of wthations 
and to return to him laden with 
treasure, but the ship is wrecked and 
never returns. Alas, how many whom 
God has sent here to make high and 
noble @ommerce of this world and re- 
turn to Him enriched with the earth’s 
treasures, lose their souls? They, in- 
deed, gain the world, but what profit- 
eth it them since they lose their own 


souls?”

Post emphatically an 
clearly does it speak of the relations 
of man and couples our leve to God 
with love for our fellows. 

“A true Christian 
duty to himself, his duty to God, his 
obligations to his fellow-man and his 
obligations to the State. His Chris- 
tianity and Ms patriotism go-hand in 
hand. Nearly every one of the old 
Hebrew prophets were statesmen of 
the highest order. One pillar of the 
arch of the kingdom of God on earth 
is the church, and the other is the 
state, and Jesus Christ is the keystone, 
As Christians, then, we must be inter- 
ested in the state. One large phase 
of our Christianity must be Christian 
citizenship. The field of Christian ac- 
tivity is this life. We shall never be 
able to enjoy right relations in heaven, 
only as we can establish right rela- 
tions here. We must learn an alpha- 


bet, before we can master a language, — 
As a Christian I must exercise my in- 


fluence in the widest possible field. I 
must conscientiously use the price- 
less privilege and discharge the sacred 
obligations of the ballot. 

“Christian citizenship involves edu- 
cation in matters pertaining to the 
welfare of the state. 
and young women must be taught how 
to use the privileges which have been 
conferred upon them. As Christian 
citizens we. should seek to discover 
the purposes of God in national life. 
And so would it not be well for us to 
ask: ‘What are God’s purposes for 
America?’ As Christian citizens -we 
shall be recreant to the sacred obliga- 
tions now upon us, if we do not make 


our nation stand for love, justice, free- 


dom and stewardship throughout the 


world.”

As a 
physician He correctly diagnosed every 
case and had a remedy on every spiri- 
tual ailment. His sermon on the 
mount was unlike those of His time, 
His talks had such divine authority 
that they either save or damn as they 
are accepted or rejected, for there is 
no other, name under heaven given 
among men whereby we must be saved, 
“His talks were full of divine power 
and strangely affected His hearers, 
and today are affecting character 
commerce, laws and the race, and 
this divine talk is yet to subdue the 
world unto Himself. For 
‘Jesus shall reign wher’er the sun 
Does his successive journeys rin.

DOCTORING OF PLANTS. 


SOMETHING WHICH FARMBPRS 
CANNOT AFFORD TO NEGLECT. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A writer on 
the subject of plant pathology says 
that plants need doctors quite as urg- 
ently in their way as human beings 
do. Horticulturists have long admitted 
that the best way of making plants 
profitable'is to keep them in robust 
condition.. But it is not every one who 
knows how to do this; in fact, the prac- 
tice of plant medicine is in its infancy. 
Farmers, however, with increased com- 
petition in the growth of cultivated 
crops are realizing that they cannot 
afford to neglect any help available in 
keeping the plants under his care in 
as high a state of health as possible. A 
horticultural expert expresses the be- 
lief that a time must come when every 
agricultural district will have its plant 
doctor, and when specialists in animal 
parasites, cryptogamic botany and bac- 
teriology will be consulted in difficult 
cases, as the medical specialist is now 
called in by the practitioner.

NOT MANY SALOONS OPEN. 


SUNDAY ORDINANCE VIOLATORS 
SCARCE YESTERDAY. 


Sunday-closing. ordinance violations 


were the exception yesterday, rather 
than the rule, as had heen the case 
for several months past. Most of 
those places which had been kept 
open the previous Sunday were either 
tightly closed or doing business on the 
original-package basis. The police 
were unusually alert and active, for 
some reason, and some of them went 
so far as to make thorough inspections 
of saloons on their beats, while the 


janitors were doing.their work, Sun- 
day morning, to make sure that fo 


_were occupied by thirsty 
plers. The reason for this police ac- 
tivity was thus explained by one of 
the officers: ‘“‘We do not know where 
we are at while this Police Commis- 
sion fight is on, and are, therefore; 
doing our duty and saying nothing. 
We intend to obey orders to the let- 
ter, and the saloon-keepers know it, 
and they must close up.” His re- 
mark about obeying orders to the let- 
ter is taken as an indication that the 
police were ordered to see that saloons 
are kept closed on Sunday. 

The Washington, at No. 517 North 
Main street, E. Castellano, proprietor, 
abandoned its subterfuge of drawing 
beer from the wood and serving it 
in glasses, accompanied by decoy bot- 
tles, and the patrons of that resort 
were obliged to purchase the popular 
beverage in original packages, or go 
without. Wine, however, was served 
as ordered, and the bartender occa- 


~ sionally forgot to have a bottle stand- 


ing beside the drawn liquor. The cold 
lunch, evasive in purpose, was fre- 
quently so in fact, and customers sel- 
iom molested the bit of potato toe 
or dry bread when it was set befo 

The Nadeau seemed to be the only 
place in town where mixed drinks were 
sold, and the plebeian who ordered beer 
found it necessary to buy it by the 
bottle. One of the Nadeau’s custom- 
ers remarked yesterday afternoon: 

“Bartender, you’re doing the busi- 
ness of the town today; everything is 
closed up tight. I couldn’t even get 
into Charlie Fox’s.’’ 

At the Hollenbeck and at the Hoff- 
man a good business was being done 
in original-package goods, ‘but little 
demand was made upon the customary 
cold lunch, and the same was true at 
the Eintracht, where a light lunch was 
served as an adjunct to the drink. 

The First Street Hotel, which was 
one of the “free and easy” resorts of 
the previous Sunday, was closed yes- 
terday, and, to all appearances, the 
neighboring groggeries on First street 
were not doing business. 

Among the saloons.with restaurant 
attachments which were open on Sun- 
day, the 12th inst., but which sold no 


' Jiquor at the bar yesterday were: The 


New Vienna Buffet, the Olympia and 
the Reception. 

The Orpheum Annex, John J. O’Con- 
nor, proprietor, was open and doing 
business after 1 o’clock Sunday morn- 


ing. Customers were admitted at the 


front door, after the hour specified by 
city ordinance as closing time, and 
bought what they wanted. To avoid 
suspicion, patrons were told to go out 
via the Orpheum entrance. The bar- 
keeper told one man that he could 
come around Sunday morning and get 
what he wanted. 

In one of the saloons on East First 
street, a short distance beyond Los 
Angeles street, where the name of Tom 
Thomps0n appears upon the front, 
business was done after 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and a crowd of noisy 
men within could be heard across the 
street.

‘DR.-DOWLING ACCEPTS. 


COMES TO CHRIST CHURCH AS MIN- 
ISTER IN CHARGE. 


Could Not Accept the Rectorate Per- 
manently, Because of the Ill Health — 
of His Wife — The Church Vestry 
Unanimously Accepts His Sugges- 
tion and Pledges Him Support. 


Some time ago the vestry of Christ 
Episcopal Church caHed to the pas- 
torate of that church Rev. George 
Thomas Dowling, D.D. Dr. Dowling 
came here and the congregation was 
greatly pleased with his personality as 
well as with his work as a minister, 
and they were desirous that he accept 
the call and become the rector of the 
parish. Until yesterday no decision had 
been reached in the matter, but at the 
conclusion of the morning service Dr. 
Dowling read the following statement, 
showing why at the present time it 
would be impossible for him to perma- 
nently attach himself to the church: 

“To the Vestry of Christ’s Church— 
Dear Brethren: I have thus far made 
no official reply to the kind invitation 
which you have extended to me to be- 
come permanently identified with this 
parish, because on account of the neces- 
sary uncertainty of my future plans I 
have had no reply to make. _ I desire 
now, however, to state that with all my 
heart I wish I might see my way clear 
to accept your invitation. 

“It would be a joy for me to be as- 


| sociated with such a bishop as the good 


providence of God has called to this 
diocese; a Christian gentleman, a man 
thoroughly delightful in his genial 
spirit, his broad-minded sympathy for 
all that is good of every name, and his 
clear cut and masterful grasp of the 
needs of Southern California. 

“The fact, moreover, that Christ 
Church is as yet small and compara- 
tively weak is an additional reason 
why I would accept its rectorate if I 
could. It appeals not only to my sym- 
pathy but my inclination. I would re- 
joice to try my hand with a little 
church; to begin with you near the be- 
ginning; to see it gradually grow and 
strengthen, and perhaps, if God so 
willed, to spend the rest of my life in 
your midst. With a body of ten men 
behind me,.such as are represented in 
this vestry, with a church behind them, 
such as Christ Church is, a church 
which, since its organization has never 
known anything but unity and peace, 
and situated in the midst of a growing 
community, I feel very certain that our 
friends and families could here find a 
common meeting place both helpful 
and altogether restful in which to wor- 
ship God. 

“For the present, however, the ac- 
ceptance of this office is an impossi- 
bility. My. plans are as yet utterly neb- 
ulous. I surrendered my last charge 
and came to California solely for the 
health of my wife. At that time, while 
of course intending to continue to 
preach the gospel of Jesus Christ as 
long as I might live, I did not expect 
ever to accept the active duties of a 
rectorate again. 

“We have not yet been here long 
enough to determine what this climate 
may do for her. It is true that all pres- 
ent indications point toward her rapid 
recovery, and that she may bé able 
ultimately, as she is not now, to live 
in this city. If such should be the case 
and you were still without a rector, 
then we could consider this question 
again, If, however, she were to fail of 
that improvement for which we hope, 
and it were deemed wise to go else- 
where, possibly across the sea, I should 


/-need to be absolutely free from any 


compulsory engagements, that I might 
start at any hour. 

“The relation of rector, however, car- 
ries with it, and should carry with it, 
the idea of permanency. In my judg- 
ment no man should assume that posi- 
tion until he is reasonably certain that 
his affairs are so arranged as to en- 
able him to remain with his people for 
a number of years. 

“However, if the vestry of Christ 
Church still desire that I shall con- 
tinue among them, and if they” will 
make other provision for such duties 
and services as may be required during 
the week, I will accept the position of 
minister in charge; preaching for them 
every Sunday, morning and evening, 
and in the mean time giving such coun- 


| sel and guidance in the parish work {| 


as I may be able to render. 

“If, as I am informed, there are some 
recent worshipers among us who are 
waiting to identify themselves with 
this congregation, until such time as 
shall become rector, I shall present to 
them the following considerations, as 
reasons why they may wisely take that 
step at once: 

“First, that it is the hope and ex- 
pectation both of the vestry and myself 
that ultimately I may find myself in 
position to accept this charge. 

‘“Second—That in case I may not be 
able to do this, the policy of this parish 
is fixed beyond any reasonable possibil- 
ity of change. — 

“The two things for which it will 
stand immovably are: 

“First—The broadest possible 
of Christian thought, along the ling of 
a spiritual presentation of the teach- 
ing of Jesus Christ. * 


“‘Second—Such of rigual as | 


our prayer book, and the conservative 
customs of our church supply, with- 
out the importation of what seem to 
us needless additions from Roman 
Catholic sources. In other words, we 
shall persistently face toward Protest- 
antism instead of Romanism, and shall 
seek to join hands in every good work: 
with those of every name who love 
our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity and 
in truth.

“GEORGE THOMAS DOWLING.” 

After the service the vestry of the 
church considered the proposal made 
by Dr. Dowling and unanimously 
agreed to accept it. Later in the day he 
was Officially informed of their action 
by the receipt of the following letter: 

“Rev, George Thomas Dowling, D.D.— 
Reverend and dear sir: Your communi- 
cation to the vestry of Christ Church 
was received by that body today, and 
great gratification was expressed that 
you would continue to officiate as min- 
ister in charge, under our former in- 
vitation. We were appointed as a com- 
mittee to express to you our very high 
appreciation of your services and also 
to express the earnest hope that in the 


providence of God, you may be able to / 


continue the work so auspiciously and 
so acceptably begun. 

“We are of one mind tin desiring that 
you will ultimately accept the rectorate 
of this church and build up in the 
community, upon the lines indicated in 
your letter, a strong and effective con- 
gregation. We desire also to convey 
through you to your wife in her sick- 
ness and suffering, expresSions of 
Christian love and sympathy. Tell her 
that our people will devoutly pray that 
she may continue to have courage to 
bear up under trial and that she may 
once more be restored to health.- In 
closing, reverend and dear sir, we 
pledge you the undivided support and 
loyalty of our vestry and of all the 
members of this congregation.

season. She was here at the late fair, 
in charge of George W. Berry, but did 
not start by reason of her race being 
declared off. 

The dangerous horse of next season 
will be Doctor Book, who was entered 
in two purses at the Los Angeles Fair, 
but was scratched out of them. He is 
by old McKinney, the hero of the 
héme stretch, and has no record, al- 
though it is believed he can trot in 
2:12 or better. His dam, Leohora, by 
Dashwood, had a record of 2:24, so 
that it will be seen that he,comes hon- 
estly by his speed. 

The time was when mares held all 
the trotting records, Pocahontas for 
pacers and Flora Temple for trotters, 
up to 1864. Then came Lady Thorne, 
American Girl and Goldsmith Maid, 
all from four to five seconds ahead of 
the best stallions of their generation. 
In later days we had Sunol, Alix and 
Nancy Hanks, all holders of the trot- 
ting record at one time or another, and 
from two to three seconds in advance 
of the best stallions of six years ago. 
This season has been a total upset of 
all such conditions, for, while six stal- 
lions have trotted in 2:08 or better, 
not a single mare has shown. any- 
thing like record form.\ The six stal- 
lifons referred to are Bingen, 2:06%; 
Cresceus, 2:07%; Peter the! Great, 
2:07%; Jupe, 2:07%; Fred Kohl, 2:07%, 
and Tommy Britton, 2:08. Here is food 
for reflection. The last named horse 
has the fastest three consecutive heats 
ever trotted by a horse of any age. 

The late ex-Gov. Stanford’s great 
ambition as a breeder was to have 
his favorite old stallion Electioneer, 
now nine years dead, get 100 horses into 
the list of 2:30 performers. Had the 
sturdy old war Governor lived till 1899 
he would have seen Electioneer with 
158 to his credit up to date, which is 
the highest number ever reached by 
any’ sire. Nutwood is second, with 156; 
Onward third, with 147; Red Wilkes 
fourth, with 145; Alcantara fifth, with 
130, and Pilot Medium sixth, with 102. 


‘This list does not include a large lot 


of pacers with records between 2:25 
and 2:30, gotten ‘by all the above stal- 
lions except Electioneer,, who trans- 
mitted his own trotting proclivities so 
uniformly that he actually got but one 
pacer. 

The Maplewood Farm has paid $550 
at auction for the dam of Kingmond, 
9:09. The mare is a very old one, and 
it is a gamble whether she lives to 
produce another foal. If she does, the 
price paid is not an extravagant one. 

It has been a generally iconoclastic 
year, good for smashing all sorts of rec- 
ords. Endow, 2 years old, lowered the 
race record for that age to 2:14%, al- 
though it has been beaten both by 
Sunol and Ariel in races against time. 
Next came a sniash of the record for 
three-year-old pacing fillies by Little 
Squaw, a Kansas-bred filly, who 
dropped the mark to 2:09%. Next 
came the four-year-old pacing mares, 
with The Maid, who lowered the record 
at Columbus, O., to 2:05%, and the five- 
year-old record was lowered to 2:04%, 
which is the world’s pacing record for 
her sex. Then Bumps made a new 
wagon record for pacers by going 
down to 2:03%, or fourteen seconds 
faster than Pocahontas’s wagon record | 
of forty-five years previous. In_ the 
way of consecutive performances, this 
year saw Joe Patchen pace the fastest 
two heats ever paced, 2:0314-2:02%, at 
Wichita, Kan. The Maid also won the 
fastest race of seven heats ever paced, 
and Alonzo McDonald's great victory 
over Dombey saw the greatest nine- 
heat struggle ever heard of. The fast- 
est five heats on record made by any 
trotter were made this year by The Ab- 
bot. Prince Alert, pacer, holds. the 
fastest record for five heats ever made 
on_a. half-mile track, the fourth heat 

There are in America eight drivers 
who have put two or more horses into 
the 2:05 list, but Andy McDowell is the 
only man who has ever driven two trot- 
ters that fast. Snow, Geers and Myron 
McHenry are the only three men who 
have traveled miles in 2:05 or better 
with three different horses. 

The Iowa pacing mare, Tonita, is 
something of a wonder in her way. She 
has a record of 2:11, which is not fast, 
but she has won ten consecutive races 
without a single defeat, beating horses 
that had race records of 2:10 or bet- 
ter. They say she yokes up to her 
horses and carries them off their legs 
in the first half mile. §S is by 
Keeler, 2:13%, out of a daughter of 
Empire 2:29%.

Reading’s Veteran Teacher. 


{Philadelphia North American.,; A 
dispatch from Reading, of November 
6, says that Miss Rachel Griscom was 
91 years old today. She was the first 
teacher in Reading’s public schools 
when the system was inaugurated in 
January, 1835. In honor of her birth- 
day anniversary she was the recipient 
of numerous tributes of respect froin 
the Girls’ High School, City Superin- 
tendent Mackey and many others. ~ 

Miss Griscom bargained with the 
first school directors to teach thirty- 
seven pupils for $13 a month, but this 
number was soon increased to 105 with- 
out an advance in salary. She was 
obliged to keep the fires, and she al- 
ways carried with her a steel, flint and 
tinder, matches being then unknown. 
The school was held in the damp base- 
ment of an old church, and teacher andj 
children suffered, text-books 
were not dreamed of in those days, and 
she taught reading and spelling from 
Bibles and Testaments. When she be- 
came an applicant for the position of 
teacher, the directors examined her in 
reading, writing and ciphering, but 
were afraid to broach the subject of 
geography on the ground that the 
teacher might know more than they 
did. 
With the exception of a few inter- 
vals she taught regularly until 1860. 
It is believed she is the oldest public 
school-teacher in the State. She was 
born in Salem, N. J., on November 5, 
1808, lived for years in Philadelphia, 
and recalls seeing in her younger days 
Elizabeth Griscom Ross, who made the 
first American flag under the authority 
of Congress. |

A SOLDIER OF QUAKER BLOOD. 


SKETCH OF “QUIET” SYMONS, 
KILLED IN THE TRANSVAAL. 
[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] To 
Americans the late Sir William Symons, 
the first British general to win a bat- 
tle, and at the same time to meet with 


sessed more than an ordinary amount 
of interest, owing to the fact that he 
had in his veins the blood of William 
Penn, the Quaker and English colo- 
nist in America, to whom the State of 
Pennsylvania owes its name. In fact, 
it was in connection with this colonial 
ancestry that the late general bore the 
name of William Penn Symons; and 
that his grandmother was a niember 
of the house of Penn is demonstrated 
by the fact that her tomb in_ the 
church yard of the ancient parish 
church of. Botusfleming, fn Cornwall, 
bears an inscription to the fact that 
her maiden name was Agnus Penn, and 
that she was ‘‘a lineal descendant of 
the excellent William Penn, and inher- 
ited many of his pious and amiable 
qualities.” There has been a general 
disposition to ascribe to tHe dead gen- 
eral Hebrew origin by reason of his 
name of Symons. But the Symons of 
Hatt are one of the-most ancient and 
honored families of the untitled aristoc- 
racy of the duchy of Cornwall. - 

In the early part of the century the 
name of Symons of Hatt became as 


familiar as that of Tichborne in con=T 


nection with a very similar cause cele- 
bre as that brought a quarter of a 
century ago in London by the notorious 
claimant to the baronetcy and estates 
of the Tichbornes. The great grand- 
father of the dead general, Nicholas 
Symons, who was a second son, formed 
a romantic attachment, it would ap- 
pear, with a peasant girl. Owing to 
the vehement opposition made by his 
family and his friends to his marrying 
her, he suddenly disappeared, abandon- 
ing the girl and leaving no trace or 
clew as to what had become of him. 
This was in the year 1780. Twenty- 
two years later, that is to say, in 1802, 
his ¢ider and only brother, who had suc- 
ceeded to the estates on his father’s 
demise, himself passed over to the ma- 


jority, and the property was thereupon } 


divided between his two sisters, éach 
of whom had married a clergyman. 
A few years afterward there appeared 
a claimant to the estates of Hatt In the 
shape of a young man who bore a strik- 
ing likeness to many of the ancestral 
Symons, whose pictures adorned the 
walls of the old manor house. The 
story which he told was a romantic 
one. He declared that he was the son 
of a man known at Liverpgol by the 
name of Nicholas Sherwood, who after 
marrying a woman of the name of 
Robert, had been accidentally drowned 
at the Runcorn ferry, on the Mersey, 


in 1802—the very year in which William} 


Symons of Hatt, had died. The fam- 
ily of the drowned man had no idea‘ 
that he was other than Nicholas Sher- 
wood. But upon a full examination of 
some papers which he had left they 
acquired for the first.time a knowledge 
of his connection with Cornwall, and 
ultimately secured possession of various 
letters and documents which placed his 
identity beyond doubt. It was further 
learned that after his disappearance 
from Cornwall he had secured em- 
ployment in various humble, but not 
disreputable occupations, and had 
finally settled in Liverpool, where the 
claimant was born in 1784. 

The action came fnto court at the 
Cornish assizes ,at Bodmin, and the 
claimant having been adjudged to have 
made out his case to the satisfaction of 
judge and jury, he assumed the name 
of William Symons, and was placed in 
full possession of the Hatt estates, 
which he held until his death in 1822, 
when they passed to his son, who like- 
wise bore the name of William, and at 
the latter’s demise, in 1833, to Sir Wil- 
liam, the general just laid low by Boer 
bullets. 

The general used to be known in the 
army by thes nickname of “Quiet Sy- 
mons,” “Owing to his singular reticence 
and modesty. Indeed, his patience as 
a listener rendered him wonderfully 
popular with his comrades. Though 
so quiet, gentle and modest in his de- 
meanor, alike with his fellow-officers 
and with his men, he was a very hero 
on the battlefield, in the sense that 
there was at the time of his death no 
field officer of the English army who 
had ever fought so many hand-to-hand 
encounters, or faced death at such close
